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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Each of the pending claims depends directly or indirectly from a withdrawn 
claim. Pending claims 19 and 25 should be written in independent form to include all the 
limitations of the withdrawn claim(s) from which they depend.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 19-27 are objected to because they depend from a withdrawn claim. The 
rejections under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 and 35 U.S.C. § 103 have been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment and response filed 10 June 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter. 

Claims 19-27 are directed to a vacuimi heat-insulating material comprising the 
core and envelope materials that includes, among others, a protection layer as recited in 
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the claims. The protection layer comprises a metal foil bonded to a resin film by means 
of an adhesive layer. The adhesive layer has a non-continuous nature such that some 
regions of metal foil/resin film interface would have adhesive material present providing 
a bonding area. Conversely other regions of the interface would have no adhesive 
material present, thus providing a non-bonding area. 

Takematsu and Sasaki et al. represent the closest prior art. However, neither 
reference teach or fairly suggest an adhesive layer providing bonding and non-bonding 
areas along the interface of the metal foil and resin film. While Sasaki et al. teach a heat- 
insulation material comprising a metal foil that may be adhered to a fluoroolefin polymer 
film by means of an adhesive, Sasaki et al. teach that the adhesive should be transparent 
to heat rays. As such, one skilled in the art would have no motivafion to employ a 
discontinuous adhesive layer since the adhesive used would be inert with respect to the 
heat rays and a continuous layer would be expected to provide enhanced adhesion and 
overall laminate strength. 

Conclusion
